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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

Applicant's amendment to the claims, filed on September 9, 2009, is 
acknowledged. Entry of amendment is accepted and made of record. Currently, claims 
36 - 37, 46, 52, and 55 - 60 are pending in light of the amendment, in which: claims 36 
- 37, 46 and 52 were amended; claims 1 - 35, 38 - 45, 47 - 51 , and 53 - 54 were 
cancelled; no claim was withdrawn; and claims 55 - 60 were added. 

Response to Arguments/Remarks 

Applicant's response filed on September 9, 2009 is acknowledged and appears 
to require no response from the examiner. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 36 - 37, 46, 52, and 55 - 60 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of 
allowable subject matter: The cited art, whether taken singularly or in combination, 
especially when all limitations are considered within the claimed specific combination, 
fails to teach or render obvious the recited structures for a semiconductor light emitting 
device found in independent claims 55 and 56.
